ALAN MYERS ARE HARD HIT 



I*ast year i»tar Shoot was the premier sire of tiie United States with a total (rf $53,895 won by his 
progeny. The racing of the month of May bad the result of advancing him into the leadership again with 
an advantage of $3,215 over Hastings, which up to last mouth had been at the head of the stallion list. 
As Star Siioot now has $2t».SMI0 to his credit, it seems probable that the end of the year will find tiim 
credited with a total considerably greater than that of last year, whether he finishes first or not. The good 
r.iciiig of Hellos, Star (Tiarter and Any Port at Lexington, Louisville and Toronto was the means of bis 
advancement. 

Hastings tigiin's as a good second. He is somewhat at a present disadvantage in that his fast two- 
ycar-old sou. Hawthorn, seems to liave partially lost form, and does not now appear the certain winner 
of the Harold Stakes and the (Tncinnati Trophy that lie did a short time back. Still he might pull 
ihiough. .myliow. and in that case Hastings would bo pressing Star Shoot hard. Prlscllllaii Is In two good 
slake races at Hamilton and not Improbably may win them both. ’Tliere Is no keeping Osarhm away from 
the front In this list and he Is thhrd with tbe speedy two-year-old Forward as his chief repreaentatlve. In 
fact. It is noticeable that the best money winner of each of the first four sires in the list la a two-year- 
old. Marta Santa is doing well this year and so Is Yankee, both having some capital two-year-olds in 
ucHou.

— American -bred lairses have 
playisl an iiiiiMirtaut part in our racing this year, aihl 
if what we hear cuiiccruiiig the exi-ellemv of sc»me of 
the Whitney two-year-edtte yet to appear in racing 
is true, may be destined to carry off a number of 
oiir leading events to come. The striking victory of 
Sw(K:per II. in the Two 33ioasand Guineas is neees 
sarily the chief item to tbe cretiit of tbe American 
horses, but in a way the triumph of Mr. H. P. 
Whitney’s exceedingly haailsome horse. Whisk 
Broom, In the Victoria Cup at Hurst Park was a 
performance to be proud of. In the Kempton Park 
Great Jnbille Handicap, at a mile and a quarter, be 
had effectually swept away the prevailing opinion 
that be could not stay beyond a mile in good com- 
pany by carrying lieavy weight into second place 
behind tbe lightly weighted Bachelor’s Hope, while 
in tbe case of the Victoria Onp be took up 128 
pounds and made hacks of a big Imiid of the fastest 
horses In England at seven fnrlongs. 'Tbis race took 
place last 33ie8day at Hurst Park and was of the ' 
net value of $5.(i26 to the winner. Prim-e San chal- 
lenged for the lead in tbe straight and. finding It 
beyond his power to pass Whisk Broom, reacheil 
over and bit at the latter savagely several times, 
but Whisk Broom quickly drew away out of danger 
and won with all ease b.v a length and a half from 
Prince San. which carried but 103 iioonds. Eton 
Boy was third three lengths behind Prince San, and 
last year’s winner. Spanisti rrlnce. 127 pounds, was 
a bad fourth. Great Surprise, St. Nat. Braxled. 
Uncle Pat and t’.vllliis were other extremely fast 
horses that started in this race. Trainer Joyner’s 
well meant endeavor to puli off a double for Mr. 
Whitney went wrong in the race siicceeilliig tbe 
Victoria Uup. when his colt, Flanders, ran second to 
Major Eustace Loder’s Spearmint (»lt. toince Oliest. 
in the rich Hnrst Park Yearling Plate at six fur- 
longs. The Whitney stable is il^'idedl.v popular and 
trainer Joyner was w-armly congratulated over tlie 
first slice of real good luck that has fallen to it in 
a long time. However, with Borrow showing signs 
of regaining his brilliant form as a two-year-old. 
Willie Bashti and Iron Mask are training finely, it is 
probable that others of the elder division brides 
Whisk Broom will presently make contributions 
worth having to the Whitne.v stable earnings. 

In the Peter Pan — Minteake colt. C’astleton. Mr. 
James R. Keene possesses one that is obviously of 
rare merit, but unluckil.v he is not in the Derby. 
He has startetl twice ami won both of his engage- 
ments in a canter. Gmid jiidg(*s entertain the opin- 
ion that f’astletoii may readily be the tiost thrcc- 
.vear-old of the .vear. hut he is not engaged in man.v 
races that would test this opinion. He is nom- 
inated to the Grand Prix De Paris and |•resumabl.^ 
will be especially prcimred for this great race, an 
event that Mr. Keene won in 1881 with that great 
horse Foxhall. which siibsequentl.v won the Cesar*'- 
witch and Cambridgeshire, the latter under record 
weight for a three-year-old. Castleloii is also ia 
the Fiftieth New Biennial Stakes and the Gold Cup 
at Ascot. King George Stakes at Goodwoiai and 
Champion Stakes at Newmarket.

As tbe iiaJr passed the 
stands at a goo«l pace a great shout went up from 
the Stanley House head lad. who hail noticed that 
some workman had put ropes across the ciMirso. and 
they were fixed. The man who liad put up the 
roiies beard tbe shout in time, and the.v were slaek- 
eneil to the level of the ground In the nick of time, 
the horses going over tlieni safely. .As the ropes 
were put up at a sharp bend, where it was impos 
sible for the riders of the horses to have seen tliem. 
tlie imminence of the danger will lie si'cn to have 
lieen obvious, and it was a luekv thing that the 
accident was arertixl.
